The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,11 and 27 include the limitations of a mop in combination with a scrubbing device. 
The scrubbing device comprises a sheet with a stiffened bend, whereby a first portion of the sheet 
carries a floor scrubber. The second portion of the sheet defines a tongue. There is a hinge integral 
with the first portion of the sheet and located between the stiffened bend and the floor scrubber. 

Claim 37 includes the limitations of a mop in combination with a scrubber carrier, wherein 
the scrubber carrier has two through holes of different cross sections for receiving different sized 
handles. There is additionally a scrubber attached to the carrier. 

The limitations discussed above define a unique structure that is not taught or fairly 
suggested by the prior art. Therefore, the application is free from the prior art.
